OrrAWA, .\ug. 13. — The American con- 
sul here has been advised that it appears 
from tho reports of cn^sidar oflicers in 
Canada that shipments of general mor- 
chandiso made from the Dominion to the 
United States are often divided into small 
lots in order to bring each lot under the 
value of 8100 for the purpose of securing 
entry for the same at the Custom House 
without ^the production of . conaalar ; in- 
voices. Tlie division of shipments has, it 
sooins, grown into general practice. It 
has, therefore, been ordered that w-here 
an entry of merchandise valued at less 
tlmn 8100 is presented, duo examination 
shall bo made in order to ascertain wheth- 
er the failure to produce a consular in- 
voice was tree from the objoctionSj specifi- 
ed in tho statute. Where 'the" merchan- 
dise is not clearly entitled to the privilege 
of entry without a eonsvdar invoice a bond 
will be taken for the production of such in- 
voice in tho usual manner. Shipments of 
small farm produce by parties along the 
boi'dor who are producers of the same are 
not subject to tlic order.

AneedQtss of a ITotod Prpaohor. 

A corroajiondent of tho New York 
Ohs^riw relates the following anecdotes 
of tlie Kev. Dr. J. P. Wilson, pastor of 
the First Presbyterian Church in Pbila- 
dolphia and predecessor of Albert 
Barnes: Ho preached entirely without 
notes. I never saw a piece of paper 
about the pulpit as large as my thumb- 
nail. Such preaching, of course, rocjui?^ 
od the liighest power of concentration, 
and his congregation endeavored to a- 
void every unnecessary movement 
\\-hioh might diatract hia attention. On 
one occasio'n'tlie blind of the window op- 
posite him admitted a rry of light 
about two inches wide. It was onough- 
to disturb the Doctor, and. after wrestl- 
ing with the difl^cuUy for a few min- 
utes, he pav\Red in his di.scourse, and in 
the blandest mnuner fiaid. "The sexton 
will oblige us by attending to that 
light; it is very trying to our eyes." In 
speaking of himself, in the pulpit, he 
always used tho plurak His use of it 
on one occasion, 1 remember, was al- 
most ludicrous. There was no airland 
the Doctor seemed searooly able to get 
bis breath. At intervals he would 
twitch, with nervous excitement,- at the 
hugf white cravat, with which it -^as 
the fashion at that time to incase tho 
throat but sn vain! — he could got no 
relief. At length ho stooped at the end 
of a sentence, and in his quiet, low-ton- 
ed toned manner said; ''The congrega- 
tion will pleaao excuse vs for a few 
minutes, Ow/- wife ha.9 tied ottrauvat 
tQo.ti^ht .this moroing^" So saying.he. 
descended from hia seat, and with'a 
quiet composure which seemed to diveat 
the transaction of its manifest incon- 
gruity, withdrew to a little room adjoin 
ing, where ho bad the trouWesome arti- 
clo adjusted to his satisfaction. Any- 
where else, such an otcurrence would 
have raised an amused ripple on the 
countenances of the audience, but it vras 
not so there. They loved and honored 
him too much to leave any place for 
such a feeling. His auditors were so 
entimly in sympathy with him that the 
interruption was unheeded, and na the 
speaker took up the thread of his dis- 
coursio the^ followed his argnment spell- 
bound to its close.

As the 
matter BeeiDe4s8erioim/rall hands were 
n»U8teye<l andf araeclffand the Singapore 
Chinese brought up and secured. A 
further search disclosed another box 
containing eleven loaded revolvers of 
diflbrent sorts and siaos, also a largo 
quantity of ammuuTtion to fit the same, 
a bundle of touch-paper, and a Chinese 
ship's compass. On examining the 
Singapore Chinese pasHengcrH,Boventcen 
gave a satisfactory account of themsel- 
ves; but twenty-five -who could hot do 
so, and had neither .money nor luggage, 
were put into a place of safety with an 
armed giiard over them night and day 
until arrival, when they' were handed 
over to the authorities in Hong Kong.

W^o have, 
I rSMemBered) soiifofchihg very like it 
at home. Wo are a nation of sliop- 
keopor.s, and the shop-keepers' interest 
is to havo customers ; yet until lately 
we taxed every purchaser who camo 
into town. If he walked in, which 
meant that he was poor and not likely 
to buy, anything, tho turnpike was free 
to Jiim;^..but if hp camo pu., horseback, 
>vhich implied that ho had money in 
his pocket, we ta.xcd his horse; if he 
came in a carriage, which implied still 
larger purchasing-power, we taxed 
every wheel of his carriage to encourago 
liim to keep away. Ono day I said 
that to this hour our Chancellor of tho 
E.xchequer taxes every person who 
travels by raihva}', ovor}' workman 
going to offer hi.s labor, every employer 
scoking hands, every morohant who 
travels to buy or sell; in an industrial, 
country we tax every man . who\,m.0ve8 
about in., our) train&| EnglisUm«),,who; 
had becri out of this cotintry twenty 
year.s, could not believe this. When 
they found that I was chairman of a 
committee that had yet to agitate for 
free trade in locomotion in England, 
they wore humiliated, and ashamed 
that England had still-tOrput- «p~with 
tho incredible impost. 

M^ny- things I Imd lieard spoken of 
as absurd among L^'ncle Sara's people 
seemed to me loss so when I saw tho 
conditions which havo begotten their 
unusualness. Hero we regard America 
ns tho eccontric seedland of Spiritism; 
but when I nlet the prairio schooners 
Iravolling into tho lone plains of Kan- 
sas, I could understand that a solitary 
settler there would be very glad to 
have a spirit or two in his lone log- 
house. Where no doctors can bo had, 
the itinorant medicino-vendor is a 
welcome visitor, and, providing the 
drugs are harmless, imagination effects 
a cure — imagination is the angel of 
tho mind there. 'V^o are apt to think 
that youths and maidens are two self- 
sufHcient in their manners in those 
parts. They could not exist at all in 
those parts save for those qualities. 
We regard railways as being recklessly 
constructed ; but a railroad of any 
kiricbitf a-mercy if it puts remote set- 
tlers in commumciition with a city 
somehow. If a bridge gives way, like 
that on the Tay among us, fewer lives 
are lost than would be worn out by 
walking and dragging produce over 
unbridgsd distances, and often going 
witliout needful thiogs for the house- 
hold because tliey could . not bo - got.
